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(2)  Laboratory  Facilities  - 

Tho  Public  Health  Laboratory  services  in  Manchester ,  are  provided 
free  of  charge  to  the  Northwich  Rural  District  Council  and  proved 
adequate  during  the  year*.  This  service  co-operates  in  the  transport 
of  tho  samples  from  this  area*  Details  of  the  samples  and  specimens 
are  given  later  in  the  report* 

(3)  Environmental  Services  - 

Details  of  tho  other  Services,  o.g.  Sanitary ,  Housing  Inspections 9 
and  Food  Examinations ,  etc*  provided  by  tho  Council  are  recorded  later 
in  this  report* 

(B)  Hospital  Services 

(i)  Infectious  Diseases 

Admissions  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  now  spread  over  the 
following  hospitals s- 


Warrington  Isolation  Hospital 
Monsall  Fever  Hospital 
Crewe  Isolation  Hospital 
Macclesfield  Hospital 

To  which  hospitals  our  cases  go  depends  largely  upon  the  preference  of  the 
patient’s  own  doctor,  and  of  course,  on  the  availability  of  hospital  beds* 

(ii)  General  Hospital  Services 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1957 ?  a  Joint  Mid-Cheshire  Committee 
comprising  representatives  of  all  four  Mid-Cheshire  Authorities  and 
interested  local  medical  practitioners  was  formed*  The  aim  of  this 
Committee  was  to  expedite,  as  far  as  possible,  the  provision  of  a  general 
hospital  to  serve  the  Mid-Cheshire  area,  thereby  reducing  the  many 
inconveniences  experienced  by  those  patients  and  relatives  when  hospital 
accommodation  has  to  bo  sought  as  far  away  as  Chester,  Liverpool,  Warrington, 
Manchester  and  Crewe*  At  the  time  of  writing  (May,  1959)  it  appears, 
whilst  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  fully  appreciates  the  urgent 
need  of  this  area,  no  firm  proposal  has  yet  been  formulated* 

(C)  Provided  by  the  County  Council 

Tho  Cheshire  Council  Council  have  officers  discharging  duties  in  the 
Northwich  Rural  area  under  the  following  Services  2- 

School  Medical,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  including  Milk  Food

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

This  scheme 9  which  commenced  in  May?  1956?  was  further  extended 
whereby  persons  of  the  age  of  26  might  receive  the  protective  treatment 
against  Poliomyelitis*  Whilst  the  extension  of  the  scheme  did  not 
really  get  established  until  1959?  much  of  the  preliminary  work  was 
carried  out  and  the  outcome  of  this  was  that  early  1959  very  satisfactory 
progress  in  the  scheme  was  possible* 

(b)  Sitting  Case  Car  and  Ambulance  Service 

The  Service  in  the  area  continued  to  deal  with  patients  expeditiously 
and  without  serious  complaint* 

(c)  Prevention  of  Illness  -  Care  and  After-care 

Nursing  requisites  and  after-care  equipment  were  loaned  for  the  use 
of  the  sick  and  needy  in  a  number  of  homes  during  the  year*

(d)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  continues  to  expand  year  by  year  and  is  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  best  means  whereby  the  older  people  can  remain  longer  in 
their  own  home  surroundings*  Institutional  accommodation ?  however 
excellent ?  is  for  most  elderly  people  but  a  poor  substitute  for  their 
OYm  homes* 

National  Assistance  Act9  1948° 

During  the  year?  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  Act 
whereby  the  comuplsory  removal  of  one  elderly  sick  patient  was  carried 
out  expeditiously*  It  is  perhaps  v;orth  mentioning  that  this  same 
patient  expressed  no  wish  to  return  to  her  home  after  a  few  weeks  in 
hospital. 

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  so  far  as  new  distribution 
works  carried  out  by  the  Water  Board  is  concerned ?  except  for  a  few 
small  extensions  to  provide  for  now  housing  development. 

WATER  SAMPLES 

The  Water  Board  has  submitted  to  me  for  information^  78  copies 
of  the  Analyst's  reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  in  the  Northwich 
Rural  District^  all  of  which  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Public  Health  Department  has  taken  551  water  samples 
which  v/c re  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriolocical 
examination.  133  of  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  418  unsatis¬ 
factory.  This  large  increase  in  water  sampling  has  taken  place  during 
the  year  as  a  result  of  extensive  enquiries  on  throe  separate  private 
supplies  and  three  wells  within  the  Council's  area.  These  were  at 
Darnhall  Estate  (the  source  of  supply  being  shallow  springs  at  Ashbrook) \ 
Luddington  Hill  area5  Utkinton^  Utkinton  Lodges  Brownhills  Well 5 
Khickorbrook  Well  and  Sheen’s  Well ?  Rushton.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Department  submitted  one  sample 
of  sewage  effluent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  which  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 


The  following  statement 9  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B. Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  &  Surveyor  of  the  Council 3  sets  out  in  some  detail  the  main 
drainage  schemes  of  the  Council  during  1958 • 

” Act on  -  In  respect  of  the  scheme  for  provision  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  facilities  in  the  parish  of  Acton,  approval  was  received 
by  the  Council  in  principle  from  the  County  Council  to  proposals  providing 
for  a  small  sewage  disposal  works  at  Milton.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  the  early  part  of  1959s 

Allostock  -  The  Council  received  approval  to  the  proposals  for 
providing  main  drainage  facilities  to  properties  in  Harrison  Drive  and 
Newplatt  Lane ,  and  a  Contractor  started  on  the  work  towards  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  sewage  will  be  discharged  into  the  sewerage  system  provided 
during  the  course  of  the  year  by  the  Congleton  Rural  District 9  immediately 
adjoining  in  the  parish  of  Goostrey. 

Anderton  -  The  Council  received  approval  to  proceed  with  the  provision 
of  a  sewerage  system  for  Anderton  which  will  provide  for  the  construction 
of  two  pumping  stations  which  will  discharge  the  sewage  to  the  sewerage 
system  serving  the  Lydyett  Lane  area  of  Barnton?  from  whence  it  will  flow 
to  the  Barnton  Riverside  Works.  The  Contractor  commenced  work  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year  and  the  works  will  be  completed  early  in  1959°

Comberbach  -  Dug  to  a  change  in  circumstances ,  it  became  necessary 
to  review  the  proposals  for  Comberbach  as  the  scheme  is  no  longer  to 
provide  for  dealing  with  properties  immediately  adjoining  the  parish  but 
in  the  Runcorn  Rural  district-  It  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  be 
such  that  it  can  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1959* 

Dclamere(Westcrn  Area)  -  Work  in  connection  with  this  scheme 
is  in  abeyance  until  it  is  known  when  the  Tarvin  Rural  District  Council 
will  be  able  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  for  Kelsall.  The  sewerage 
from  Delamere  (Western  Area)  is  to  discharge  to  the  system  of  sowers 
to  be  provided  for  the  Kelsall  area- 

La ch  Dennis  -  Alternative  means  of  providing  main  sewera ge  for  the 
hamlet  of  Lach  Dennis  were  considered  and  discussions  have  taken  place 
with  various  authorities  concerned ,  resulting  in  the  decision  to  prepare 
a  scheme  providing  for  the  collection  of  sewage  from  Lach  Dennis  to  a 
small  pumping  station 9  from  which  it  will  be  discharged  to  the  sewers 
serving  Lostock  Green-  It  is  expected  that  early  in  1959  this  scheme 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

Little  Leigh  -  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  enable  main  sewerage 
to  be  provided  to  the  Little  Leigh  Church  area  and  enable  two  smaller 
installations  to  be  dismantled  and  the  sewage  to  be  carried  down  to 
join  up  with  the  Barnton  sewerage  system-  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
this  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval-  These  proposals 
also  included  for  improvement  to  a  small  installation  which  serves  a 
group  of  houses  known  as  New  Houses ,  Runcorn  Road. 

Rushton  -  Investigations  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
into  proposals  for  extending  the  sewerage  system  in  the  village  of 
Eaton  to  serve  the  existing  older  properties  in  addition  to  the  Council 
houses  which  are  already  provided  with  main  sewerage  facilities. 

Weaverham  -  Completion  of  the  construction  of  additional  sludge 
drying  bods  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  dealing  with  the  sludge 
problem  at  Weaverham.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  completion  of 
construction  of  the  sludge  digestion  plant  was  reached,  and  it  is  expected 
that  early  in  1959  this  unit  will  be  brought  into  operation. 

Wincham  -  Approval  was  received  from  the  Ministry  to  the  provision 
of  a  new  sewerage  system  in  Higher  Wincham,  together  with  the  construction 
of  a  complete  new  sewage  disposal  works  off  Green  Lane-  By  the  end  of 

the  year  construction  of  the  works  was  almost  complete,  and  only  a  short 
length  of  sewer  in  Green  Lane  remained  to  be  laid. 

General  -  Although  the  Council’s  housing  development  slowed  down 
still  further  during  the  year  short  additional  lengths  of  sewer  were 
laid  to  provide  for  the  houses  which  were  built.  Private  building  in 
various  parishes  remained  about  the  same.  The  increased  number  of 
houses  has,  of  course,  caused  an  increase  in  the  flow  of  sewage  to  the 
various  works.  As  a  result  of  development  in  the  parishes  of  Hartford, 
Weaverham,  and  Rudheath,  early  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to 
construction  of  extensions  to  these  works. 
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Under  the  following  headings ,  Mr.  J.S.  Carrie ,  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  reports  as  followss- 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

Seven  conversions  were  carried  out  and  in  all  cases  fifty  per¬ 
cent  of  the  approved  costs  involved  were  paid  to  the  owners  concerned. 
During  the  year  owners  of  all  houses  which  were  to  be  served  by  the 
Council’s  new  main  sewer  within  the  parish  of  Anderton  were  informed 
of  the  facilities  granted  by  the  Closet  Conversion  Scheme  operated 
by  the  Council « 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

The  direct  labour  scheme  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and 
nightsoil  in  all  parishes  in  the  area  was  maintained  on  a  fortnightly 
and  weekly  basis  respectively  throughout  the  year.  The  Council’s 
cleansing  fleet  now  consists  of  the  following  vehicles s-

During  the  year  3 9844  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  from  the 
district  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  eight  tips 
operated  within  the  area  for  this  purpose.  The  Council  were 
fortunate  in  obtaining  a  further  piece  of  land  at  Anderton  for  use 
as  a  tip  and  this  will  come  into  operation  immediately  tipping  on  the 
existing  land  at  Anderton  is  completed.  It  must,  hov/ever ,  be  reiterated 
that  the  problem  of  obtaining  adequate  tipping  facilities  in  certain 
parts  of  the  area  is  still  as  acute  as  ever. 

511  Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  were  pumped  and  cleansed,  those 
serving  residential  properties  where  no  main  sewer  is  available  are  being 
pumped  on  a  free  service  basis. 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  a  vehicle  maintenance  section 
under  the  Transport  Department.  During  the  year  all  vehicles  have 
received  periodic  servicing  at  approximately  six-weekly  intervals. 

The  Mechanic  also  carried  out  a  number  of  repairs  to  the  grass  cutting 
machines  and  sewage  works  engines.  The  major  item  of  repair  carried 
out  was  the  complete  reconditioning  of  one  of  the  Dennis  Paxit  Refuse 
Vehicles.  Although  this  vehicle  is  almost  seven  years  old  it  should 
now  give  good  service  for  a  number  of  years.

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 

The  Council  continued  to  employ  one  whole-time  rodent  operator 
and  he  has  carried  out  868  operational  visits  in  the  treatment  of 
386  premises.  Treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewage  works  and  sewers 
involving  the  baiting  of  458  manholes  was  again  carried  out  by  the 
Operator  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Assistant  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  the  appropriate  grants  in  this  connection  have  been 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 9  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  contracting  system  for  the  destruction  of  rats  on  farm 
premises  offered  by  the  Agricultural  Committee  came  to  an  end  during 
the  year.  This  has  placed  further  work  on  the  Department  as  some  of  the 
Contracts  for  this  work  are  being  renewed  by  the  farmers  with  the  Local 
Authority. 
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The  system  of  Contracts 9  with  a  total  income  of  £302  (an  increase 
of  £79  over  the  previous  year)  together  with  isolated  Clearances  to 
tho  value  of  £54  (an  increase  of  £16)  has  also  been  operated  through¬ 
out  the  year.  A  regular  careful  check  has  also  been  kept  on  the 
Council’s  refuse  tins.

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations  and  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  were  made  on  the  17th  December 
19589  and  are  to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  January 9  1959 • 

The  Slaughter  of  Pigs  (Anaesthesia)  Regulations  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  December 9  permitting  the  use  of  installations  in  slaughter¬ 
houses  for  the  anaesthetising  by  carbon  dioxide  gas  of  pigs  for  slaughter. 

DISPOSAL  OF  CONDEMNED  MEAT 

A  close  supervision  has  been  kept  by  the  Department  on  the  disposal 
of  condemned  meat  from  all  slaughterhouses  operating  within  the  area. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER ,  1957 

Notification  was  received  from  the  County  Council  of  a  further  three 
sterilisation  plants  registered  by  them  under  the  above  Order.  At  the 
same  time  notice  was  received  that  two  licences  had  been  revoked.  The 
total  number  of  plants  now  operating  within  the  Council’s  district  is  10 
and  those  have  received  regular  supervision  from  the  Public  Health 
Department .

The  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  mentioned  above  occurred  in  a  young 
man  of  26.  His  infection  was  probably  contracted  whilst  holiday-making 
out  of  the  district ,  and  proved  to  be  fatal. 

The  Dysentery  cases  occurred  for  the  most  part  in  the  parish  of 
Weaverham  and9  whilst  quite  considerable  efforts  were  made  to  reduce  the 
number  of  secondary  cases 9  one  was  never  sure  what  effect  all  the  specimens 
taken  and  reported  upon  by  the  Laboratory  and  the  extra  care  taken  in  the 
homes ,  in  school  canteens  etc. 9  had  in  curbing  the  spread  of  this  intestinal 
infection. 

Copies  of  reports  on  all  pathological  specimens  submitted  by  the 
local  Doctors  to  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  are  received  by  me. 
These  are  of  great  value  in  that  immediate  preventive  measures  can  be  put 
in  hand  by  the  Public  Health  Department  where  needed.
